British Part 


London, June 25. 
Rising at 3.47 p.m. to;day to muke 
his latest war statement in tie House 
of Commons, the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Churchill, said: 
“The House will feél profound 
sorrow at the fate of the great French 


nation and the peopic to whom wej‘ 


have been joined so longin war and 
peace and whom we have regarded 
as trustees with ourselvcs for the pro- 
gress of liberal, cultured and tolerant 
elvillsation in Europe, There js: no 
use or advantzge In wasting strength 
and power upon hard words.and re- 
preaches, We hope that that strength 
and power will be given to us to 
rescue France from the ruin and 
bondage into which she has been cast 
by a mighty enemy and other. causes, 
(Cheers). , . 
“But, relying upon the true genius 
of the French people and thelr judg- 
ment upon what hos happened to 
them when they are allowed to know 
the facts, we shall endeavour to keep 
such contacts as are possible through 
the bars of their prison. 
“Mcanwhlie, we must look to our 
own salvation and ‘effectual defence, 
upon which, not only the British, but 
the French und European and the 
fortunes of.the whole world depend. 
“The safety of Britain and the 
Britlsh Empire is powerfully, though 
not decisively, affected by what hap- 
pened to the French ficet. When it 
became clear that the defeat and sub- 
jugation of France were imminent 
and that the fine army, upon which 
so many hopes were sct, was retreat- 
ing under the German advance, M. 
Reynaud, courageous Prime Minister 
of France, asked me to mect him at 
Tours, which I did on June 13, ac- 
companied by the Forelgn Seerctary 
and Lord Beaverbrook, Minister of 
Aircraft Production. ; 
“T.see that some accounts have 
been given of these conversations 
with the French Government which 
do not at all correspond with the 
facts. We have, of course, the record 
kept by one of the Cabinct secre- 
taurles who-was in attendance, but I 
do not propose to go Into this at any 
length. :

TERMS IN FULL. 


LONDON, June 25 (Reutéer).—The terms of the 
Franco-German armistice were published in Germany for 
the first time to-day by the official German news agency. 

The Articles ate the same as those already published abroad 


with some exceptions. 


Article. 1 which was given 


briefly as: - “The {mmediate 
cessation: of hostilities” is shown 
to be ‘much more specific. ‘ 

It reads: “The French Govern- 
ment agrees to cause the ccssation 
of hostilities against Germany - in 
France, in French’ Colonial pos- 
sessions, protectoratcs and mandated 
territories.” 

Implicit Obedience To Nazis 
+ Article 3 dealing, with the German 
rights as ‘an occupying: Power, ex- 
plicitly binds the French Government 
“to instruct Immediately all French 
authoritics and = pubsic oMiccs in 
occupied territory to obey all the 
orders of the German Command and 
to co-operate with them correctly.” 

Article 6 providing for the storage, 
under-German~and—Italfan ~ control; 
of French arms and military eculp- 
ment in the unoccupied area of 
Franee, adds: “The German High 
Command retains the power to order 
any measures nezessary to prevent 
the unauthorised use of this 
material.” 

Article 7, which requires the French 
to hand over the plans of. fortifications 
and particulars of mines and other 
defences, intludes a provision that 
“all such obstacles must be removed 
by the French forces at the demand 
of the Germans,” 2

Article 8, calling home the French 
Fieect for demobilisation and dis-

At 4.54 a.m. there were indications 
of fog, and accordingly stand-by 
was rung to the engine-room..

Becamo Suspicious 

At 7.27 a.m., Capt, Christie ordered 
the ship to stop, because although he 
still continued to hear the two blasts 
indicating that the other ship was 
dcad in the water, he became sus- 
piclous and came to the conclusion 
that the Yarraville might possibly be 
moving ohead. 

The engines of the Flintshire re- 
mained stopped until 7.33 am. when 
the Yorraville was first sighted. A 
single blast was next heard and a 
ripple was‘seen about four points on 
the Filntshire's starboard bow. Im- 
mediately after, the Yorraville ap- 
penred out of the fog at about three 
to four knots, 
across {he Flintshire’s bows 
easterly direction. 

Fhe Flintahire's engines were at 
once put full astern and hard to port, 
but in spite of all efforts o collision 
occurred, the Flintshire hitting the 
Yarraville just for'ard of the bridge. 

Case Not Challongod 

This was the case for the Flint- 
shire, sald Mr, Potter, and {t had not 
been challenged by the other side. 

Dealing with the case for the 
Yarraville, Counsel said her course, 
according toe her officers, wos. North 
three degrees East,- Her maximum 
speed was 11 knots, ond it was ad- 
mitted in evidence that this speed 
was maintained from the firat’ mo-~ 
ment of entering tho fog at 0.54 a.m.
